Around her were 
gathered 
almost 
every descendant 
of

line. 
"Well 
within 
view 
of her dying eyes 
there 
hung a portrait 
of

Prince 
Con- 
sort. It was he who designed the room 
and 
every 
part 
of 
the 
castle. 
In 
scarcely audible words the 
white-haire- d 
Bishop of Winchester 
prayed 
be- 
side her, as he had often prayed with 
his sovereign, for he was her chaplain 
at Windsor. 
With bowed 
heads 
the 
ruler ot the German Empire and 
the 
man who is now King ot England, the 
woman who has succeeded 
to the title 
of Queen, 
the Princes and Princesses 
and those of less than royal designation 
llBtencd 
to 
the 
Bishop's 
ceaseless 
prayer. 
Six o'clock passed. 
The Bishop con- 
tinued 
his Intercession. 
One of 
the 
younger children asked a question 
in 
shrill, childish treble and was 
imme- 
diately 
silenced. 
The women 
of this 
royul 
family sobbed 
faintly 
nnd 
tho 
men shuffled uneasily. 
DIED AT 6:!0 O'CLOCK. 
At exactly 
0:30 Sir James Reld held 
up his head and the people then knew 
that England had lost her Queen. 
The 
Bishop pronounced tho benediction. 
The Queen passed away quite peace- 
fully, 
She 
suffered 
no 
pain. 
Thoso

Queen Victoria was embalmed and will 
probably be taken

wns thought that the Queen

and carriages 
were sent 
to 
Osborne 
cottage and the rectory to bring all the 
Princes and Princesses and the Bishop 
of Winchester to her bedside. 
It seem- 
ed then very near the end, but when 
things looked the worst the Queen had 
one of the rallies due to her wonderful 
constitution, 
opened 
her eyes and rec-- 
ognlzed the Prince of Wales, the Prin- 
cesses and Emperor William. She asked 
to see one of her faithful 
servants, a 
member of the household. 
He hasten- - 
ed to the room, but before he got there 
the Queen 
had passed 
Into 
a 
fitful 
Bleep. 
BEGINNING OP THE END. 
Four o'clock marked the beginning of 
the end. 
Again the family were sum- - 
nioned, 
nnd this time the relapse was 
not followed 
by recovery. 
The Prince 
of WaleB was very much affected when 
the doctors at last Informed him that 
his mother had breathed her last. Em- 
peror William, himself deeply affected, 
did his best to minister comfort to his

The quaint ceremonies 
with which 
King 
Edward 
VII 
was 
proclaimed

followed ancient precedents. 
The 
olllclals 
purposely 
arranged the 
function 
an hour ahead 
of the 
publlsuert 
announcement, 
and 
life 
Inhabitants 
lUien they awoke were surprised 
to laid the 
untlre way between 
St. James Palace and the city lined with 
troops." 
About 
10,000 soldiers, 
life guards, horse guard's, foot guards and 
other 
caval- 
ry and Infuntry regiments, 
had 
ucen brought from 
Aldershot 
and 
London 
bar- 
racks after midnight. 
All 
tho oMcorj bad crcpo on their arms, and 
tho dtums 
and brass Instruments wero shrouded 
with 
crepe.

made an Imposing spectacle, 
but they were entirely

WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 18. 
Just before 


6 o'clock todny the Senate disposed 
of 
thu 
nrmy 
reorganization 
bill. 
The 
mensure having originated 
in the Sen- 
ate, the flrihl question was not upon Its 
passage but upon agreeing to the 
Sen- 
ate amendments. 
They were ngreed to 
by a vote of 43 to 23. 
While party lines 
were drawn upon 
the 
mensure, four 
Democrats voted for it 
Senators Lind- 
say of Kentucky, McLnughlln of South 
Carolina, Morgan of Alabama and 
Sul-llvn- n 
of Mississippi 
Senator Hoar of 
Massachusetts, 
who 
was 
detained 
at 
Ills home by Illness, was paired against 
the bill with Senator Spooner of Wis 
consin. 
Thu bill has occupied 
practically 
the 
entire attention 
of the Senate since the 
3d of January, 
when It was made the 
unfinished business. 
While the opposi 
tion to it nt nil stages was vigorous, It 
never was bitter. 
Numerous 
amend- 
ments were made to it but In general 
the committee was sustained 
and the 
mensuie, with the exception 
of 
the 
elimination of the canteen clause, is not 
widely different fiom that leported 
to 
the Senate. 
A determined effort was made today 
to 
amend 
the 
bill so ns to provide 
against tho sale of liquor In the Philip- 
pines 
nnd prohibit the Importation 
of 
any kind of intoxicants into the islands, 
but It was defeated. 
A notable speech 
was delivered 
dur- 
ing the day by Hale ot Maine, 
who, 
while 
opposing 
the 
inciense 
in the 
strength 
of the army, stated cogently 
his

Every effort to prevent the inciense In 
the strength 
of the nrmy was defeated 
by a decisive majority. As the bill orig-

tnkc cognizance of British

poses, that Episcopal jurisdiction

Lemon-growin- g 
as an Industry 
has 
not 
reached 
proportions 
In 
Hawaii 
where It can be considered successful 
from an agricultural 
standpoint, but in 
certain parts of Honolulu and the sur 
rounding valleys are to be seen many 
trees of the Sicilian 
species 
bearing 
fruit which would warm the cocklen of 
an agriculturist's heart. 
Up to within 
a few years ago It was Impossible 
to 
attempt growing lemons, or In fact nny 
varieties 
of the citrus 
family, on 
ue-- 1 
count ot the scale which destroyed tho 
.usefulness 
of the fruit. 
In Nuuanu and Manoa valleys the 
Si- 
cilian lemons planted a few years since 
are bearing with remnrKnble success 
the fruit being In most 
cases 
larger 
than an ordinary 
sized orange, with a 
rough 
skin, beautifully 
colored 
to a 
golden hue when rlp'e. 
Lemons of this 
variety 
have been 
brought 
to 
town 
from various orchards 
In Nuuanu, the 
fruit there being larger than nny so far 
Brown in Manoa valley. 
Some 
of tho 
lemons hre four inches 
in 
diameter, 
beautifully colored, rich with juice, and 
make a lemonade which has no 
com- 
parison with the Juice of the fruit hail- 
ing from California or other Mainland 
points. 
The lime, which Is now grown 
extensively 
in the Islands. 
Is cheaper 
to produce than the lemon and it pres- 
ent brings 
In more 
revenue than that 
to be derived from the same number ot 
lemons. 
The 
lime, 
however, 
ninkes a 
loss tasty lemonade than 
the Sicilian 
lemon. 
Commissioner 
of Agriculture 
Wray 
Taylor states 
that 
there would 
have 
been 
no growth for either the llmo or 
the lemon had It not been for the earn- 
est efforts of Professor 
Koebele, 
Gov- 
ernment entomologist. 
At one time tha 
trees would not bear. 
. 
KoebeloA Interested himself In discov- 
ering n remedy to eradicate 
the 
de- 
structive 
scale and Imported the 
Ve-dal- la 
Cardlnnlls, or ladybug, which at- 
tacked the 
cotton-lik- e 
cushion 
scale 
nnd succeeded in clearing It out. 
The ladybird had previously been 
In- 
strumental 
In clearing out 
the 
scale 
from the California orchards. 
Koebele 
also 
procured 
the 
Cryptolaemus, 
or 
species 
of the ladybird, which works 
on the citrus trees of 
the 
lemon and 
orange 
varieties, and 
destroyed 
the 
blight. 
The blights on llmo and lemon 
trees in Hawaii are almost wholly 
de- 
stroyed. 
If blight 
Is to bo seen 
unon 
any 
of these trees, the ladybird i 
un- 
sure to be waiting about 
in their 
vi 
cinity and making a fierce attack upon 
what they either 
deem 
their 
cnemle.--i 
or their regular sources of food supply 
The greatest 
tiouble 
which 
Professor 
Koebele has In getting the blight scale 
destroyed with the nsslstnnce of his 
Im- 
portations 
of 
the 
ladybugs, 
Is 
In 
preventing the nnts from working Into 
It also. 
The ladybirds 
will not toucn 
the ants, nnd In some Instances the 
val-u- s 
of 
their work Is materially affectei 
by this pest. 
Seeds for the 
Sicilian 
lemon 
wcie 
Drought 
here from California and dis- 
tributed 
to many people 
who take ni 
especial interest in the rearing of fruits 
of a rare class. 
At present the lemon 
Industry 
is worth 
cultivating, 
ns 
the 
present regulations 
of 
the Territorial 
Government 
strictly 
prohibit 
the 
Im- 
portation 
of limes, 
lemons 
and 
other 
citrus fruits from the 
South 
Seas or 
Australia, and the supplies nre depend- 
ent almost entirely upon local 
produc- 
tion. 
This regulation has been enforced on 
account of the presence of the 
maggot-tile- 
s, 
which nre destructive, 
and their 
Introduction 
In larger numbers 
Is not 
to be desired. 
For the 
same 
reason 
California 
Is guarding against the 
im- 
portation 
ot soils from Hawaii, Tahiti 
or tho South Seas In order 
that 
any 
blight, scale or pests of the Insular 
ex- 
porting countries may not be Introduc- 
ed. 
Having succeeded in finding a de- 
stroyer for tho citrus fruit blight, Pro- 
fessor Koebele 
has now turned nlmost 
his entire attention 
to the destruction 
ot the cane borer by means of fungun 
nnd tho Japanese beetle, with fair signs 
of success.
